RELIEF TO SETTLERS. Lu 


In consequence . of the long and severe’ winter, many of 
the settlers on our western frontier were reduced to want for

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‘the necessaries of life, and an appropriation of three thousand 


dollars for their relief was made by the Legislature. The 
resolution appropriating this sum also authorized the Gov- 
ernor to disburse the same at his discretion for such necessa- 
ries of life as in his opinion would give the greatest relief. 
At the request of your Excellency to act as your agentin the 
distribution cf the supplies to needy persons, I signified my 
willingness to do so, and immediately addressed letters to E. 
S. Bowen, Esq., General Superintendent of the Kansas Pacific 
Railway Company; W. F. Downs, Esq., General Superintend- 
ent Central Branch Union Pacific Railroad ;, J. F. Barnard, 
Esq., Superintendent St. Joseph and Denver City Railroad 
Company, and T. J. Peter, Esq., General, Manager Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad Company, with the request 
that supplies might be transported free over their several 
roads on account of the State, for our suffering people in the 
west. 


. In answer to these communieations, I received favorable 
replies from all the officers named, and they expressed a 
cheerful willingness to furnish free transportation, and also 
to co-operate with me in any way to advance the good work. 
And in this connection I would hereby tender to those 
officers my thanks for their mutual efforts in co-operating 
with the State so. successfully in furthering this charitable 
work. 


Over two hundred families, embracing nine hundred 
persons, were relieved. An extract from a letter written to 
me by the Hon. W. L. Bear, of Osborne county—and to 
whom I hereby tender my thanks for valuable assistance 
rendered in ' distributing supplies—will show the general 
tenor of many such letters received at this office. He writes 
under date of May 7, and says: “ Whilst there is no doubt 
but that some made application for ad who should have 
given deference to others more needy,’yet the supply sent 
was opportune, and was of very great benefit to many ` 
deserving recipients. It can hardly be realized to what 


- extremities persons on the frontier are at times brought by 


adverse circumstances over which they have no control, and 
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only those who see them from time to time can fully appre- 
ciate the situation. Let me assure you that the supplies sent 
by your direction, we endeavored faithfully and conscien- 
tiously to distribute to the most needy, and in equitable 
proportions. If we have been imposed upon in any instances, 
the wrong lies with such. Yourself, with those who kindly 
gave me their aid, can have the consciousness of having done 
the best we could, with the State’s bounty to her needy 
séttlers. Thanking you in behalf of many grateful hearts for 
your disinterested assistance, I remain,” ete. ,

INDIAN COMMISSION. 


. A commission was created by an act of the last Legisla- 
ture, to audit the claims for losses sustained by settlers on 
the western frontier of our, State, for property stolen. and 
destroyed by Indians. In compliance with section seven of 
the act, 1 issued the following circular and sent copies to 
such persons as I thought would give it publicity :

CIRCULAR NO. 5. 


STATE OF Kansas, ADJUTANT GENERAL'S OFFICE, 

4 ۱ Topeka, March 7, 1872. } 

Itis hereby announced for the information and guidance 
of.all concerned, that, by virtue of an act entitled “an act to 
provide for the settlement: of the losses sustained between 
the years 1861 and 1871 by the settlers on the western 
frontier, from Indian depredations,” approved February 28th, 
1872, the following named commissioners have been ap- 
pointed by the Governor of the State of Kansas, viz.: 


David Kelso, Oswego, Labette county ; 
F. P. Baker, Topeka, Shawnee county ; 
Henry Brandley, Bazar, Chase county. 


F 
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They will meet at Oswego, Kansas, on the first Monday 
in March, 1872, or as soon thereafter as practicable, and 
organize by electing one of their number Chairman, and one 
Clerk. They will then proceed “ to examine in all particulars 
into the claims of the citizens of this State, residing on the 
frontier adjacent to the country roamed over by the Indians, 
which claims are forthe loss of stock and other propért ystolen, 
destroyed and gone to waste by reason of the depredations 
of Indians of any tribe that frequently have passed through 
that region of country, and also any claims that may be pre- 
sented for damages for loss of property only, that may have 
arisen from any settler having been compelled to abandon 
his clajm, or farm or home, by reason of said Indian hostili- 
ties or raids.” 

The Commissioners will remain in session at Oswego until 
they have audited and allowed all the claims in that part of 
the State which come within the provision of said act, and 
then adjourn to Topeka, where they will audit and allow like 
claims for the remaining portion of the State. 

Claimants will, if known, give the name or tribe of In- 
dians that committed the depredations. The forms of proof 
will be the affidavit of the claimant, supported by at least 
two disinterested witnesses, and such other evidence as the 
commission may require. 

The Commissioners will make a report to the Governor 
on or before the 20th day of April, 1872. 

.. The Commissioners met and organised on the day ap- 
pointed. 2

STATE ARMS. 


In the appendix to this report will be found a statement 
furnished by the Ordnance Office, at Washington, showing 
the number of arms, accoutrements, etc., issued to Kansas, 
under the law for arming the militia, from February 18, 1856, 
to February 5, 1870,—the last: i issue of ordnance made by the 
General Government to our State—with the apportionment 
due the State by the United States each year up to June 30, 


| 1878. 


It will be observed from those figures, that the State is 
largely indebted to the General Government over and above 
the amount of apportionment, and it will be a number of 
years before we can expect to be supplied with arms from 
that source. In view of this fact, I believe it would be wise 
economy on the part of the Legislature to make a liberal 
appropriation for the collection, repairing and cleaning of the 
arms now scattered through the State. The following table 
wil show the amount of ordnance and ordnance stores, 


owned by the State, now in the armory at Topeka:
